Ky., and 
other southern cities, working on the 
Taylor arcade on which a strike of tho

bridge workers has been in progress 
against the contractors, the American 
Bridge company. The hole torn In th« 
roof is almost directly over a room oc- 
cupied by several of the strike break- 
ers. 
The explosion was made from a 


dynamite bomb set off by a slow fuse. 
The police arrested a man seen run- 
ning through an alley following the 
explosion, and he is alleged to havo 
said: 
"Did I do any damage?" - His 


name has not been given out. The 
hotel Is a five story building. The ox- 
plosion caused great excitement iu the 
hotel and vicinity, but so far as 
learned no one was hurt.

Powers of the 
Mayors Greatly ' En- 


larged Under the Proposed New 
Code—Senators Preparing to Press 
a Pure Salary Bill—Many Bills In- 
troduced in Both Branches. 


Columbus, O., March 13.—It Is ex- 


p*cted that the house cities committee 
will report today the so-called federal 
plan of government which is based up- 
on the recommendations made by the 
mayors' convention 
representatives. 


The work of the committee was prac- 
tically completed Saturday night and 
the work of drafting the several pro- 
posed new sections has been placed in 
the hands of _sub-committees of the 
cities committee. 


Under the proposed new code the 


powers of the mayor are greatly en- 
larged. 
Boards of public safety and 


of public service are abolished and 
the mayor Is given authority to name 
a director for each branch of the ser- 
vice who will have full charge of the 
department and who will be a mem- 
ber of the board of control. 
This 


board will consist of the mayor and 
the two directors and it will have 
power to make contracts for expendi- 
tures of less than $500. 


As a check 
upon the additional 


power given the mayor the new bill 
creates a department of civil service, 
which will not be under the control of 
that officer, the appointing power be- 
ing lodged elsewhere. 
This commis- 


sion will classify .the various city em- 
ployes. Including even the street labor- 
ers, and the mayor must make all ap- 
pointments from the certified list of 
ellglbles. 
Powor is given the mayor 


to discharge any city employe, but in 
the case of a policeman, fireman or 
sanitary officer, appeal may be taken 
to the civil service commission. All 
other employes are to be given a hear- 
ing by the mayor before discharge be- 
comes effective.

CHICAGO WINS 


BIG VICTORY 


Contention 
Regarding Franchises 


Upheld by Supreme Court. 


MAYOR DUNNE IS JUBILANT 


Claims That No Perpetual Grants Aro 


Now in Effect, and That the Trac- 
tion Companies Now Occupy the 
Streets of the Windy City Only By 
Sufferance. 
• 


Chicago, March 13.—By the supreme 


court decision Chicago gains almost 
complete control of the local traction 
situation. 
The decision sustains the 


acts of the state legislature extending 
the life of the charters of the street 
railway 
companies 
to 99 years, but 


does not sustain the contention of the 
companies that contract rights which 
are limited to fewer years than remain 
to the charter life of the companies 
are also exfended. Contracts or ordi- 
nances of the city limiting the use of 
the streets by the companies are-up- 
held, and the rights of the companies 
in the streets are held to expire ac- 
cording to the expressed terms of the 
ordinances. In its effect the decision 
leaves the Union Traction company 
without any right whatever other than 
by sufferance in the streets of the 
north division of the city. 


It leaves the Union Traction com- 


pany In the west division without 
rights excepting where the ordinances 
contain a purchase clause. 


It leaves the Chicago City Railway 


company, which operates all the street 
car lines on the south side of the city, 
without right excepting where the or- 
dinances contain a purchase clause. 


The original franchises granted to 


the street car companies were for 99 
years inside the city limits as they ex- 
isted in 18C5. The companies have 
extended their tracks as the bounda- 
ries of the city have been enlarged am 
have claimed that the extended lines 
which were built under 
franchises 


from the city were also operative un 
der the 99-year act. The court also de 
nies the claim of the companies tha 
they have been vested with the cxclu 
sive rights for 99 years to enter into 
contracts with the city for the occu 
pancy of Chicago's streets for stree 
railway purposes. The decision also 
holds that the street car companies 
could receive only such grants as the 
city might give and upon such terms 
and such conditions, including the 
time of the grant, as that city mighi 
prescribe. 


The city has all along admitted that 


the 99-year act is ralid. but claimed 
that it did not extend the ordinances 
under which the street car companies 
are operating at present. 


"It is a sweeping' victory for tho 


city," said Mayor Dunne. "There arc 
no 99-year franchises in the city ol 
Chicago, according to this decision 
and no indefinite or perpetual grants 
In the outlying territory. We havo 
the traction companies now in a posi- 
tion where we can negotiate for the 
purchase of lines. If they do not want
